CENTER PROJECT GETS 
GO-AHEAD FOR OCTOBER 


An $8 million loan from the New York Life Insurance 
Co. has given GW the go-ahead on its $11 million Uni- 
versity Center Project. 


The new Center will provide dining, social, meeting 
and recreational services for the University’s 13,000 students, 
faculty, staff, alumni and friends. It will be on the west 
side of 21st Street between H and I Streets N.W. 


A six-story building with 332,000 square feet, the 
Center will provide a main dining room to seat about 
960; a 450-seat arena-style theater; a faculty-alumni dining 
facility for approximately 250; a 12-lane bowling alley; 
the University Book Store; a billiards room; a rathskeller 
and -underground parking for about 200 cars. Work is 
scheduled to begin this month, with the final completion 


date slated for August, 1969. 


The building, designed by Mills, Petticord and Mills, 
will serve the nearly 3,000 resident students, 3,500 other 
full-time students and 6,500 part-time undergraduate and 


graduate students. 
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NEW BUILDINGS HEADLINE 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


Two completed buildings, one nearing completion and 
two more beginning construction shortly, headline recent 
progress in the University’s dramatic physical development. 

Luther Rice Hall (the former Westview Apartments 
at 2121 Eye Street) has been completely renovated as an 
administration-faculty office building. The first occupants, 
the offices of admissions and registrar, moved into their 
new quarters in late August. Other officers of the Uni- 
versity now housed in Luther Rice Hall include President 
Elliott, Vice President for Academic Affairs Bright, and 
Vice President and Treasurer Herzog. 

The nearly $7 million Joseph Henry Building, the 
University’s new face on Pennsylvania Avenue at 21st 
Street, was completed in mid-August. This eight-story 
building has been leased almost entirely to the National 
Academy of Sciences. George Washington will use one 
floor with offices for Vice President for Advanced Policy 
Studies Mayo and several research projects. Among the 
commercial activities on the ground floor will be a bank, 
restaurant and book store. 

The National Law Center Library, being constructed 
at the south end of the Law School’s Stockton Hall, will 
provide new library, study, research and faculty quarters 
for Law students and their professors. Work on this building 
is nearing completion. Included in the ‘‘new look” for 
the Law Center is the renovated and air-conditioned 
Stockton Hall and the expansion of law faculty offices 
in Bacon Hall at 20th and H Streets. 

Construction for the $11 million University Center 
project is expected to get underway this month. (See 
picture and article on this page for further details.) 

With design approval from the National Capital 
Planning Commission and the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
the University is proceeding with final plans for its $4.5 
classroom building to be located on G Street between 
22nd and 23rd Streets. The building will provide needed 
space for classroom and faculty offices, including the 
centralization of the School of Education. Construction 
is slated to begin early next year. 

The School of Medicine is awaiting funding from the 
Federal Government in behalf of its new Medical Library 
to be located at 23rd and Eye Streets. This grant has been 
authorized and private matching funds have been provided.

TO EXPAND HIGH SCHOOL HONORS PROGRAM

TO NATIONAL LEVEL; WILL ACCEPT 120 in 1968 


“I feel that I’ve gotten into the pace 
of college work,’’ said high school 
student Stephen B. Kanner, when com- 
menting on his classroom experiences 
at GW this summer. 

Stephan is one of the 40 high school 
juniors who participated in GW’s Sec- 
ondary School Junior Honors Program 
—an academic innovation at GW, 
which, following a successful summer, 
will be expanded next year to include 
students from across the country. 

The participants in the program at- 
tended regular courses with college stu- 
dents and received college credit (from 
3 to 14 hours) that later may be 
applied toward their college degrees. 
Each of the students was given a $50 
scholarship toward the cost of the 
courses. 

Most of the students took science 
courses — mathematics, physics and 
chemistry—or language studies. Some 
enrolled in courses of art, music and 
political science. 

Outlining plans for the expanded pro- 
gram for next summer, Miss Jean Glad- 
ding, director of this program, said 
that the University will select 10 to 15 
areas in the country from which they 
hope to attract students. Schools in 
these areas will be contacted about the 
program early in February. Miss Glad- 
ding said that the administrators of 
the program will accept 80 students 
from outside the area and 40 from 
Washington. 


Although arrangements have not been 
completed, there are plans to offer some 
form of financial assistance to those 
students who are accepted in the pro- 
gram. Students from out of the area 
who participate in the program will be 
housed in university dormitories. Special 
cultural and recreational programs will 
be included to expose the participants 
to life on the campus as well as in 
Washington. 


GW TO JOINTLY SPONSOR 
NEW DOCTORAL PROGRAM 
A doctoral program in American 
thought and culture, with emphasis on 
research in organizing and handling 
library materials, will be offered co- 
operatively by the Library of Congress 
and the University starting next fall. 

Planned to help meet a national 
need for scholarly administrators in re- 
search libraries, the program will be 
open to doctoral candidates in the fields 
of American civilization or civilizations 
to which American culture is related. 
Members of the Library of Congress 
and University staffs will instruct the 
courses and supervise the research. Stu- 
dents will be assigned to particular 
Library staff members based on their 
interest in working in specific collec- 
tions. 

The idea for the program was origi- 
nated by Dr. Robert H. Walker, profes- 
sor of American Civilization, who also 
arranged a similar program between 
GW and the Smithsonian Institution. 


FOUR DEANS APPOINTED 
FOR SCHOOLS, STUDENTS 

Four new deans joined the staff at 
the University during the summer. 

Dr. Herbert E. Smith was named act- 
ing dean of the School of Engineering 
and Applied Science, replacing Dr. 
Martin A. Mason who resigned from 
his post as dean in order to devote full 
time to teaching at GW. Dean Smith 
served as assistant dean before accept- 
ing his appointment on August 1. 

Appointed to head the School of 
Public and International Affairs was 
Dr. Hiram M. Stout. He has been 
acting dean of the School for the past 
year. 

Dr. Margaret Nolte is the new Dean 
of Women. She succeeds Dr. Virginia 
Kirkbride, Dean of Women for 20 years, 
who resigned July 1, to devote full time 
to teaching. Dean Nolte comes to GW 
from Hanover College, Ind., where she 
was Dean of Women. 

Donald F. Young, formerly Dean of 
Men at Loyola College in Montreal, 
Canada, has been appointed Dean of 
Men. He succeeds Dr. Paul V. Bissell, 
who became Director of Student Serv- 
ices earlier this year. 


TURNOVER REPORTED 
LESS THAN 7 PER CENT 
The latest figures from the Vice Pres- 
ident for Academic Affairs show the 
faculty turnover rate for the year 1966-67 
totaling less than 7 per cent. The Uni- 
versity’s full-time teaching staff for the 
past year was 627. During the year, 
43 full-time staff members resigned — 
11 professors, 4 associate professors, 
19 assistant professors and 9 instructors. 
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‘66-67 SUPPORT PROGRAM 
ESTABLISHES RECORD 

The final report of the 1966-67 An- 
nual Support Program will show new 
records established in both the number 
of donors and amounts received, accord- 
ing to James O. Wright, LLB °38, 
National Chairman of the annual so- 
licitation among alumni and friends of 
the University. 

Nearly 5000 individuals and com- 
panies contributed more than $330,000 
to George Washington's current needs 
during the twelve-month period ending 
Aug. 31. These totals exceed the pre- 
vious year’s results by more than $25,000 
and nearly 400 donors. School and 
college reports as well as other statistics 
for the past year will be issued during 
the next few weeks. 

Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
E. K. Morris, has announced that 
Everett H. Bellows, AB “39, MA `4l. 
vice president of Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation, will serve as 
National Chairman of the 1967-68 
Annual Support Program. This solici- 
tation of alumni and friends will begin 
this month. 


FUND COMMEMORATES 
BEVERLY B. DUNNING 


A memorial fund has been established 
at the University to honor Beverly 
Bordon Dunning, AB °57, who died 
last year. This fund will be applied to 
the construction of the arena-style thea- 
ter which has been planned as part 
of the new University Center. 

Gifts may be directed toward this 
fund through GW’s Resources Office 
or through the University chapter of 
Pi Beta Phi sorority. 


RESEARCH ON ASTHMA 
BLAMES COCKROACHES 

Dr. Halla Brown, Professor of 
Medicine at GW, and Dr. Harry S. 
Bernton of Howard University College 
of Medicine, have discovered that 
cockroaches can cause asthma, as well 
as hayfever and other allergic reactions. 

In studies conducted at the George 
Washington University Hospital Clinic 
and elsewhere, the doctors found that 
28 per cent of 400 asthma patients 
gave positive skin tests to cockroach 
extract. 

Studies are now underway here to 
see how patients suffering from cock- 
roach asthma may best be treated.
